George 
Romney — and lost by 527,047 votes. 
Montgomery, 
a former 
Livonia 
school 
teacher, 
is skilled in 
legislative 
handling of 
school finances, majority 
floor leader 
in the 
House but is almost unknown around the state. 
Parris has many of the same handicaps of 
anonymity, the lack of campaign cash and hasn’t 
strayed far from his political base in Macomb 
County. 
levin’s stature in the Michigan legislature 
is unquestioned. He came out of Oakland county 
to the State in 1964 and the next year was cho­ 
sen as that chamber’s most effective freshman. 
That was for starters. In 1966 he was named one 
of five “outstanding young men of Michigan’’ by 
the Michigan Jaycees. 


These are honors that have come to others 
but, for l^evin they serve only as spurs, not tri­ 
umphs. Even as a camnaigner — knowing he 
will not return to the Senate — I>evin is still 
working, prodding and pushing that sometimes 
unwieldy machine toward the future. 
I^evin drafted a list of l l major issues that 
have been overlooked or sidetracked and he is 
demanding on the forum of his statewide cam­ 
paign that lawmakers act on them in the session 
resuming Aug. 6. 
He led the 
Senate fight 
to give 
school 
teachers bargaining right, he developed a pierc­ 
ing critique of the state’s educational system, 
fought for updated consumer protection laws, 
sponsored an increase in the senior citizen home­ 
stead tax exemption. 
I/evin was one of the first to seek better 
conditions for migrant v or' ers and he is a lead­ 
er in the battle for political reform. 
He was Oakland County Democratic chair­ 
man, a member of the board of supervisors, and 
w-as big labor’s choice for the State Senate in 
1964. Levin succeeded Ferency as Democratic 
State Chairman and led the party’s delegation to 
the national convention in Chicago in 1968. 
I/evin never looks back. There have been 
polls which show it’s Ferency and Levin neck 
and neck in the primary with F’erency cadying 
over the name identification of 1966. Levin be­ 
lieves it is possible to do better than 1966. 
The tradition of Democrats is to scramble 
and fight among themselves, then unite behind 
a winner with a proven record. Democrats should 
fallow their heritage.

Parks And Schools 
On Excess Lands?

WASHINGTON — President 
Richard Nixon is a puzzle only 
to those who haven’t pondered 
his career. He is not a standard 
conservant. But neither is he 
a standard liberal. He is what 
m ight be called a pay-as-you- 
go do-gooder, one who would 
like to do a lot of things for 
people without breaking the 
dollar in two. 
The 
circumstances 
of

election, which have put him 
in the White House with a war 
to liquidate, 
an inflation to 
halt, and a defense establish­ 
m ent to keep up to snuff lest 
the Communists get the drop 
on us, leave him with little 
scope for his do-gooding in­ 
stincts. 
How can he possibly 
raise the money to pay for 
parks, hospitals, schools, bigger 
airports, new historic monu­ 
ments, and all the other things 
he would like to bestow upon 
his public? 
The cynic might answer that 
the President had better fore­ 
go his welfarist, ambitions. Rut 
this is not the answer that an 
ingenious group of people in 
the General Services Admin­ 
istration and their allies in the 
White House have been offnr- 
ing. Robert Kunzig, the direc­ 
tor of GSA. and Dan Kingsley, 
his assistant in charge of fed­ 
eral property disposal, working 
in 
conjunction 
with 
White 
House adviser Martin Ander­ 
son and Darrell Trent, the exe­ 
cutive director of something 
called 
the 
Property 
Review 
Board, have come up with one 
of the brightest ideas of the 
decade.

The federal government, so 
this group has noticed, owns 
$68 billion worth of various 
types of property aside from 
the unmeasured riches of the 
federal domain (forests, graz­ 
ing lands, and so on). Some of 
the property in the $68 billion 
grab-bag belongs to agencies 
that make no effort to use it, 
let alone keep it from deterior­ 
ating. 
Some of it is jealously 
guarded as a possible source 
for future empire - building. 
There is no doubt that the peo­ 
ple are getting little or no use 
out of abandoned military es­ 
tablishments, run-down public 
buildings and land that is now 
growing up to sumach 
and 
briar patches. 
The bright idea of the GSA 
group and their White House 
allies is to sell or trade the 
more useless part of the $68 
billion worth of public prop­ 
erty and put the proceeds into 
parks, hospitals, schools, and 
the like. 
This can be done 
without adding a nickel to the 
U. S. tax bill, or without in­ 
flating 
the 
currency 
by 
as 
much as a single dime. 
It 
would simply bring rationality 
into the federal inventory pic­ 
ture. 
The proposition is to 
work out the necessary details 
with the federal agencies in­ 
volved, 
and with the state, 
county and municipal bodies 
that stand in need of new 
parks, 
schools 
and 
enlarged 
airports.

The Kunzig - Kingsley team 
is already in business, using 


executive Order 11508 to make 
its own inventory of what is 
called “withdrawn public do­ 
main land” and other property, 
meaning resources that have 
come into the possession of the 
Army, the Navy, the D epart­ 
m ent of Interior and other fed­ 
eral agencies. Twenty-two sep­ 
arate properties have been of­ 
fered for survey. When there 
is resistance to relinouishing 
unused 
land or buildings a 
seven-member 
Property 
Re­ 
view Board chaired by Bryce 
Harlow is called upon to de­ 
liver a verdict. 
The process of selling or 
transferring property is called 
“excessing.” 
The Department 
of Defense has already “ex- 
cessed” its Sands Point (Long 
Island) training station, yield­ 
ing it to the Department of the 
Interior to pass on to bodies 
which are disposed to use it 
constructively.

is to let Nassau 
County take part of it for pub­ 
lic park purposes, and to let 
the 
Federal

Schneider of Austria, one of the 
greatest card

time, became declarer at six 
hearts and West led a club. 
Schneider saw at a glance 
that there was no legitimate 
chance for the contract, but he 
decided to play boldly in an ef­ 
fort to steal the slam. After 
ruffing the club in dummy he 
played a low spade to the jack. 
West took the ace and led an­ 
other club. 
Schneider 
ruffed, 
overtook 
the king of hearts with the ace, 
and cashed the queen. After 
playing the ace of clubs he ran 
all his trumps, in the course of 
which West elected to divest 
himself of one of his diamonds. 
Schneider’s last three cards 
were the 10-5 of spades and a 
diamond, while dummy’s last 
three cards w ere the A-K-6 of 
diamonds. On the last trum p 
lead, East had to discard from 
the Q-J-9 of diamonds and king 
of spades. He could not discard 
successfully 
and 
Schneider 
brought home the slam for a 
acone of 1,430 points. 
At the second table, the G er­ 
man North became declarer at 
the equally unwieldy contract 
of six spades and he also suc­ 
ceeded in making the slam! 
East led a club, won by the 
ace. Declarer played the jack 
of spades from dummy and 
everyone 
followed 
low!

Q and he hoped to confuse de­ 
clarer by not taking the king.

terference of government in the 
affairs of business. 
Some businessmen considered

threat. Bushiness would see to 
prosioerity. they felt, but it coulld 
not do so if it continued to be en­ 
cumbered by Washington. 
It wasn’t only testy archcon­ 
servatives Who complained. Lib­ 
eral 
businessmen 
joined 
the 
chorus, convinced that the exist­ 
ing prosperity—it was at a level 
not dreamed about 30 years ear­ 
ber—was threatened by bureau­ 
crats. 
Ford Concerned 
Even Henry Ford, who tried 
to destroy the myth that govern­ 
m ent and business were natural 
enemies, complained: 
“ I think you would all agree 
that government involvement in 
business 
has 
been expanding 
more rapidly in recent years 
than alt any tames since the 
1930s.” 
lh ere were reasons for gov­ 
ernment involvement, of course. 
The 
chimneys 
of 
production 
were 
polluting 
the 
air. 
The 
abundance 
of 
products 
had 
abundant safety problems at­ 
tached. The cities were decay­ 
ing in the midst of wealth. 
Business hadn’t bandied these 
problems satisfactorily and, it 
was 
s u s p e c t e d , 
probably 
eouidn’t handle them alane. The 
issues appeared even 
to the 
most reluctant to be the mutual 
concern of business and govern- 
merits. But a partnership of any 
sort 
with 
government 
was 
feared by some businessmen. 
Regulations Feared 
Government activity, they av- 
ered, 
meant 
stiff regulations 
and 
maybe 
even competition 
from government agencies. 
It 
m eant involvement in their af- 


fairs by 
government officials 
who dad not understand the prof­ 
it systtem. 
That was in the 1960s. Now, 
judging from recent events, that 
fear appears to have dimin­ 
ished. at least among those seg­ 
ments of business which need 
government assistance. 
The 
feeling 
for 
protection 
against foreign imports is grow­ 
ing. The textile industry has 
won administration backing for 
quotas. And the shoe industry 
could very well convince law­ 
makers that it too needs help. 
Wants Credit Extended 
The 
New 
York 
Stock 
Ex­ 
change has suggested to the fed­ 
eral government that it help as­ 
sure the public of payment in 
the event of brokerage house 
collapses by extending a $1-bil­ 
lion line of credit to a trust 
fund. 
The Pennsylvania Transporta­ 
tion Co. attempted to obtain a 
huge federal loan to give it time 
to work out pressing financial 
problems. And the Association 
of American Railroads suggest­ 
ed the lines might need subsi­ 
dies of $1 billion. 
A bill is now in Congress, per­ 
haps with strong support, that 
provides for the U.S. Treasury 
to make loans of government 
money 
to 
sound 
companies 
which cannot obtain credit be­ 
cause of tight credit conditions. 
The housing industry is at­ 
tempting to solve its financing 
problems by the establishment 
of federal programs to rechan- 
nel funds. 
Has Tide Changed? 
Has the tide of opinion really 
changed? Is this the spirit of 
cooperation 
that 
enlightened 
businessmen had hoped for? Or 
are 
circumstances 
dictating 
these recent actions of busi­ 
ness? The moat likely answers 
are “no,” to the first two ques­ 
tions, and “yes” to the third. 
The nature of the dilemma is 
described by John 
Randolph, 
president of the United States 


Savings and Loan League, in a 
speech last week at White Sul­ 
phur Springs, W. Va. 


The proliferation of federal 
mortgage 
programs 
including 
subsidy programs, new second­ 
ary m arket facilities, and Gov­ 
ernment National Mortgage As­ 
sociation activities, he said, has 
led to fears of “federalization.” 
“ There is real concern in tho 
hearts and minds of many sav­ 
ings and loan people about the 
road down which we seem to be 
travelling,” he said. “On the 
other hand, there is also a sub­

ment....that this road is inesca­ 
pable and the future develop­ 
ment of our institutions require 
that we travel further down this 
road in the future than we have 
in the past.”

A major judgment on any system of self-government like 
county organization is its responsiveness to the wishes of the 
electorate. 
Members of the new 5-man Delta County Board believe that 
people have easier access to county government under the 5-man 
board than under the old 27-man board . . . whose work was 
actually done by a half-dozen members, with the rest concurring. 
There is an almost inverse relationship between the number 
on the board and the number participating in vital decisions. A 
large board is often most strongly influenced by county depart­ 
ment heads. 
State and federal agencies can put Michigan's 83 counties 
together in many kinds of blocks for different purposes, but 
can't handle 1,250 township governments on that basis.

The great lesson of the study was that local government bodies 
like the County Board of Supervisors are caught up in a web of 
activities which over-occupy them with routine matters. They 


never get around to full inspection of the county’s current con­ 
dition and to planning for the welfare of its people, for maximum 
use of its resources, for fully effective relationship with state and 
federal governments and for good quality in the life of its citi­ 
zens. 
The picture which emerged from the Study Committee’s in­ 
quiry among the heads of county government departments was 
one of devoted service by able persons, but in a framework of 
government which lacks coordination which only an executive 
officer, an assistant to the county board, or some such official 
could provide. The county clerk is the nearest thing to a county 
manager which Delta has and the county clerk has assumed an 
increasing burden of duties as the role of county government has 
enlarged, but it is poor public policy to make good governmenl 
dependent upon elective happenstance.

Chapter I 
The Delta County Government 
Study Committee has informed the 
Delta County Board of Supervis­ 
ors, which created the committee 
in I960, that its most important 
finding is the change in county 
government and the need to deal 
effectively with this change. 
The committee was created be­ 
cause of the change from a 27-man 
Board of Supervisors elected from 
the townships and appointed from 
the municipalities to a 5-man board 
elected 
from 
representative dis­ 
tricts within the county of sub­ 
stantially the same populations. 
The new board desired the view 
of a group of citizens upon the 
role of the new board, and how it 
might be performed most effect­ 
ively. 
The Study Committee is not of 
unanimous opinion in its findings, 
but its majority supports the fol­ 
lowing summation of its findings.

3. That county government. In 
Delta and elsewhere in Michigan 
Is not well set up to provide the 
new services demanded of it, but 
that It can do things which will 
make it better a b l e to perform 
these functions. There has been op­ 
position to the modernization of

government in Michigan 
from officials who would be af­ 
fected by change and by political 
parties and factions fearful of loss 
of local controls. The Michigan 
Legislature has not, because of this 
opposition, made great strides in 
granting to counties more of the 
nHome Rule” authority to govern 
themselves that our ''Home Rule" 
cities possess with the state's per­ 
mission. 
But existing law permits modern­

It is the sort of inquiry 
which a busy board — and es­ 
pecially a newly constituted board 
concerned with all the activities 
of transition — is not well condi­ 
tioned to undertake itself. 
Since It is the sort of Inquiry 
which could result In recommen­

Act 49 of 1969 permits any county 
board by majority vote to appoint 
a county controller or board of 
auditors.

Chapter J 
A major judgment on any sys­ 
tem of self-government like coun­ 
ty organization is its responsive­ 
ness to the wishes of the elector­ 
ate. 
Delta County for more than a 
century was governed by a Board 
of Supervisors composed of repre­ 
sentatives of the townships and the 
municipalities of the county. Even­ 
tually the members of the County 
Board of Supervisors numbered 27 
and then the U. S. Supreme Court’s 
rule of "one-man, one-vote," (re­ 
quiring that members of represen­ 
tative governmental bodies repre­ 
sent equal numbers of population) 
changed the board. The new board 
is composed of five supervisors or 
commissioners representing five dis­ 
tricts 
in 
Delta of roughly equal 
population. 
Members of the 5-man board told 
the 
Delta 
County 
Government 
Study Committee that they thought 
people had easier access to county 
government with the 5-man board 
than with the old 27 man board. 
The reasons for such a belief in­ 
cluded:

In the case of Delta County, at 
least, there is, historically, much 
less public interest in county gov­ 
ernm ent than in the city govern­ 
ments in the county. It does not 
receive the same attention in the 
mass information media and Ihe 
public is not as conscious of it, 
nor as interested in it. This is a 
rather general condition in Mich­ 
igan which is an inheritance from 
tne period when the County Board 
of Supervisors was dominated by 
its rural membership and when the 
business was 
mostly 
concerned 
with m atters outside of the cities. 
In other years most of Michigan's 
population lived outside 
of 
Its 
cities and now most live in the 
cities and the counties are offer­ 
ing an increasing number of pub­ 
lic services, like cities. 
The importance of county gov­ 
ernm ent has been greatly increased 
and made more complex and dif­ 
ficult for present county govern­ 
ment organization to handle be­ 
cause the counties are really lit­ 
tle pieces of the state, in a unique 
way in which cities are not. They 
have less authority to govern them­ 
selves than do the cities and their 
role as local extensions of the state 
makes these the natural agent of 
the state and of the federal gov­ 
ernment, in turn, in many coopera­ 
tive programs. 
It is possible, for instance, in 
organizing cooperation in programs 
shared by counties, the state and 
federal governments, to put Mich­ 
igan’s 83 counties together in many 
kinds of blocks for different pur­ 
poses, but dealing with the state's 
250 cities is more difficult and deal­ 
ing with its 1,250 townships is al­ 
most impossible. 
These cooperative programs in­ 
crease in number and scope as the 
activities of local, state and federal 
governments merge 
in so 
many 
fields, 
often 
because 
financial 
means are laoking locally to care 
for all public problems. 
In program* affecting highways, 
airports, health and mental health 
services, eaucation, parks and rec­ 
reation, waste treatm ent and pollu­ 
tion control, crime control, and 
other activities, local government 
is a partner with state aim fed­ 
eral government and the county is 
the local government partner in 
most of these programs.

Faces Revision 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent 
Nixon’s 
welfare 
reform 
proposal faces major revision in 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
but at least one member has as­ 
sured the White House the pro­ 
posal will go before the full Sen­ 
ate. 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., 
senior Republican on the panel, 
said he had relayed such an as­ 
surance to Nixon through a top 
White House official. 
“In all my years an this com­ 
mittee, it has never killed a m a­ 
jor piece of legislation by bot­ 
tling it up, even when the chair­ 
man 
and 
ranking 
members 
were opposed to it,” he said. 
“If President Nixon wants a 
Senate vote on this bill in this 
session, I am certain the com­ 
mittee will see that he gets it.” 
At the same time, Williams, a 
strong critic of the measure in 
its original and revised form, 
said bluntly, ‘*This bill is in 
trouble in the committee as it 
now stands. 
“I believe a big majority of

will

changes before they will vote to 
report it out.”

On the Vietnam involvement, 
O’Donnell wrote:

be fighting a nonnuclear land
